Student  Union  To  Be 
Completed  By  March  ( maybe ) 


At  242  feet,  the  Student  Union  Building  is  the 
tallest  building  north  of  Boston  in  New  England. 
But  aside  from  this  honor,  many  students  are 
wondering  what  is  going  on  with  regards  to  their 
Student  Union  Building. 

The  completion  date  was  originally  scheduled 
for  June  1972,  however  an  extension  to 
September  1972  had  been  granted  quite  some  time 
ago  due  to  a  problem  in  building  the  foundation. 
The  Park  Construction  Company  has  since  been 
given  another  extension,  this  time  to  December 
1972,  because  of  changes  in  the  facilities  in  the 
buildings  requested  by  the  Building  Authority. 
This  is  the  present  deadline  which  is  supposed  to 
be  met,  but  additional  changes  which  may  be 
requested  are  expected  to  push  this  deadline  back 
even  further,  with  early  March  1973  expected  to 
be  the  next  announced  completion  date. 

The  changes  causing  these  delays  are  things 
that  will  make  life  in  the  student  union  a  lot  more 
comfortable,  such  as  the  construction  of  a  patio 
out  on  the  third  level. 

Other  things  which  will  make  living  at  the 
Student  Union  more  relaxed  are  the  kitchenettes 
being  installed  on  various  floors  and  telephone 
service  being  available  in  each  room.  There  will 
also  be  a  women’s  toilet  on  each  floor  of  the 
student  levels. 


These  additional  facilities  will  cost  somewhere 
between  $180,000  and  $200,000,  but  the  overall 
cost  of  the  building  remains  to  be  approximately 
nine  million  dollars,  the  same  figure  proposed  last 
year. 

One  of  the  problems  that  has  slowed  progress 
considerably  has  been  the  concrete  panels  on  the 
outside  of  the  building.  A  combination  of 
incorrect  construction  and  improper  installation  of 
the  panels  has  caused  the  latest  slowdown. 

Part  of  the  problem  lay  in  the  forms  used  in 
the  construction  of  the  panels.  Two  different 
types  were  used,  one  of  wood  and  another  of 
metal.  Exactly  what  happened  isn’t  certain,  but 
the  resulting  panels  ended  up  different  sizes  that 
didn’t  fit  properly  on  the  building. 

The  other  part  of  the  problem  was  improper 
installation  of  many  of  the  panels,  involving  not 
centering  the  panels  when  they  were  first  installed. 
Since  then,  the  company  erecting  the  panels  has 
been  changed,  all  the  panels  have  been  cut  so  that 
they  are  now  the  right  size,  and  all  of  the  improper 
installation  has  been  corrected. 

So,  depending  on  how  the  pace  of 
construction  goes,  the  Lowell  Tech  Student  Union 
Building  should  be  ready  before  this  school  year  is 
up. 
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New  Safety  Committee  Changes 


President  Everett  Olsen  effected  a  change  in 

the  safetv  situation  at  Tech  by  naming  Professor 
J.A  Ainsworth,  as  Safety  Director.  This  move 
brings  the  issue  of  average  safety  under  one 
authoritative  roof  Within  the  Institute.  The  new 
committee  has  inherent  power  to  make  change. 

Previously.  Professor  Ainsworth  was  chairman 
of  the  Safety  Committee  which  has  no  tangible 
power  and  could  only  make  recommendations  to 
other  administrators.  This  resulted  in  areas  of 
overlapping  responsibility,  a  confusing  chain  of 
command  and  basically  overt  disorganization. 

The  membership  of  the  old  safety  committee 
has  radically  changed.  Now  a  member  of  each 
department  in  the  Institute  sits  on  the  committee. 
This  will  facilitate  communication  between  the 
department  head  and  the  committee  so  that  when 
a  situation  arises  which  is  unique  to  a  department, 
it  can  be  corrected  both  to  the  departments’  and 
the  safety  committee’s  specification.  Professor 
Ken  Rodgers  also  sits  on  the  new  committee, 
serving  to  cement  relations  between  those  who 


recommend  structural  changes  for  safety  (the 

committee)  and  those  effecting  them  (the 
maintenance  department).  Previous  lack  of 
communication  between  these  two  resulted  in 
safety  hazards  that  were  a  greater  danger  after 
they  had  been  corrected. 

Professor  Ainsworth  was  very  satisfied  with 
the  changes,  saying  that  the  committee  now  has 
the  authority  to  correct  hazards  and  the  power  to 
step  into  any  situation  that  constituted  danger  to 
the  LTI  community.  He  also  wanted  to  further 
increase  the  scope  of  the  committee  by  having 
student  representation. 

The  reforms  made  by  Dr.  Olsen  from  Prof. 
Ainsworth’s  recommendations  alleviate  a  very 
confusing  and  dangerous  situation  that  has  existed 
at  Tech  for  some  time.  Prof.  Ainsworth  finally  has 
something  to  show  for  the  many  years  he  labored 
on  the  old,  powerless  committee  and  Dr.  Olsen  has 
an  assurance  that  the  issue  of  safety  will  be 
handled  by  a  well  structured,  organized 
committee. 


Questionable  Building  Authority  Practices 


The  Building  Authority,  as 
reported  last  week,  was 
responsible  for  the  continual 
charging  of  the  five  dollar 
infirmary  fee  that  is  now  no 
longer  needed. 

Another  incident  in  which 
the  students  have  lost  out  to  the 
Building  Authority  has  come  to 
light  recently.  In  September  of 
1970  the  caterer  equipped  Smith 
and  Leitch  Hall  cafeterias  with 
juke  boxes.  They  were  installed 
to  make  the  crowded  conditions, 
which  were  and  still  are  a  direct 
result  of  the  Building 
Authorities  past  ineptness,  a 
little  more  bearable. 

The  juke  boxes  were 
removed  after  a  few  weeks  when 
the  Building  Authority  found 
out  of  their  presence,  in  the 


cafeterias.  The  Authority 
claimed  the  juke  boxes  were 
illegal  for  the  following  reasons: 

1) The  Building  Authority 
received  no  revenues  from  their 
operation 

2)  There  were  no  bid 
requests  sent  out  for  the 
contracting  of  the  machines. 

The  Building  Authority 
never  bothered  after  to  put  this 
contract  up  for  bids,  so 
eventually  the  Ivy  Hall  installed 
stereo  speakers  in  the  Smith  Hall 
cafeteria. 

In  September  of  1971 
cigarette  machines  were  installed 
in  the  dormitories.  A  look  at 
these  machines  reveals  one 
important  thing: 

1 )  The  Building  Authority 
didn’t  put  out  bids  because  they 


King  Elected  President  Of  Bookstore 


The  board  of  directors  of  the  L.T.I.  Associates  elected  Dean  King  as  President  at  their  annual 
meeting  last  Tuesday  with  unanimous  vote.  King  stated  that  he  would  be  more  than  happy  to  do  all  that 
he  could  to  help  the  Associates  during  this  change-over  period.  The  change-over  period  that  King 
referred  to  encompasses  many  factors  including  both  the  trend  of  the  bookstore  to  be  more  student 
orientated  and  also  the  possible  upcoming  expansion  of  the  store. 

The  board  also  re-elected  Dr.  Lipchitz  of  the  SS  department  as  clerk  and  Professor  Toscano  of  the 
BA  department  as  treasurer  of  the  Associates. 

The  Office  of  Vice-President  was  left  open  untul  the  by-laws  could  be  amended  to  include  students 
as  being  eligible  to  hold  office.  At  present,  students  are  the  only  ones  who  are  ineligible  to  hold  an  office 
on  the  Associates  due  to  the  feelings  of  the  students  on  the  board  last  year  who  felt  that  holding  a  job  as 
an  office  of  the  Associates  would  be  too  demanding  for  a  student.  The  Board  decided  that  it  would 
amend  the  by-laws  to  allow  students  to  hold  office  so  that  the  policy  would  cover  future  student 
opinion. 

President  Olsen,  who  had  been  President  of  the  Associates  last  year,  consented  to  remain  on  the 
board  for  his  advisory  capabilities.

What  Discrimination  ?? 


Women  students  of  LTI 
have  finally  decided  that  they 
have  had  their  fill  of  attending  a 
male  oriented  school.  The  entire 
Lowell  Tech  community  has 
been  geared  to  the  furtherance 
of  masculine  goals.  The  until 
recently  accepted  fact  that 
women  belong  in  the  home  and 
therefore  should  be  trained 
effectively  in  home-making  or 
related  fields,  has  been 
disproved.  Although  the 
percentage  of  females  enrolled 
has  not  been  keeping  up  with 
the  total  student  enrollment,  the 
majority  of  women  in 
attendance  perform  quite 
satisfactorily,  often 
out-performing  their  male 
counter-parts.  (Perhaps  these 
men  belong  in  the  home????) 

In  the  past  few  years  women 
have  seen  the  establishment  of 
women’s  residences  on  campus. 
Incorporation  of  the  sororities 
into  the  Inter-Fraternity  Council 
was  achieved.  It  is  also 
interesting  to  note  that  over  33% 
of  the  governing  body  of  the 
students  is  composed  of  women 
and  enrollment  is  about  6%.  The 
feminine  viewpoint  is  being 
considered  in  most  of  the 
important  aspects  of  the 
academic  and  social  world  of  the 
Institute. 

However,  there  are  still 
many  areas  where  the  ladies  of 
Tech  are  experiencing 
difficulties  simply  because  they 
are  female.  Many  professors 
completely  discount  afiy 
feminine  comment  as  irrelevant. 
Others  openly  direct  their 
female  students  to  consider 
nursing  or  secretarial  careers  as 
opposed  to  those  which  they  are 
pursuing. 

Student  activity  fee  also 
represents  gross  inadequacies,  in. 
that  very  little  if  any  of  the 
athletic  fee  is  ever  returned, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  to 
the  female  students.  It  cannot  be 
expected  that  the  athletic 
committee  could  let  girls  play  on 


the  varsity  men’s  basketball, 
track  or  baseball  teams. 
However,  they  delay  in  making 
obvious  women’s  varsity 
activities  varsity!  Although  the 
girls  often  put  in  as  much  time 
and  energy  for  the  pursuit  of 
athletics,  they  are  not  qualified 
for  the  letter  that  a  male  athlete 
receives.  One  of  the  largest 
problems  is  that  there  are  no 
coaches  available  for  intramural 
sports  such  as  tennis,  volleyball, 
and  basketball,  etc.  Girls 
gymnastic  equipment  sits  unused 
in  the  storage  areas.  It  is  not  that 
there  is  no  interest,  simply  that 
there  is  no  one  who  can  instruct 
the  girls  in  how  to  use  it. 

Classes  in  Physical 
Education  are  offered  for  the 
girls.  If  a  girl  wishes  to  enroll, 
she  must  compete  with  the  other 
25  or  so  males  in  the  class.  There 
is  no  women’s  sport  that  has  an 
athletic  director  on  the  gym 
staff.  All  instructors  have  their 
own  teams  that  come  first. 
Women’s  teams,  when  there  are 
any,  are  as  an  afterthought  with 
only  secondary  attention  from 
the  staff.  Organization  of 
athletic  activities  for  the  females 
is  accomplished  only  by  the 
students  themselves.  There  is  no 
female  representation  either  on 
the  Athletic  Committee  or  the 
gym  staff. 

Let  us  speak  also  of  the 
facilities  for  women.  The  locker 
room  consists  of  several  lockers 


Agnew  Advocates  “Fuhrer”  Concept

Presidential  candidate  George  McGovern  drew  quite  a  bit  of  criticism  recently,  when  he  publicly 
compared  the  incumbent  —  Richard  Nixon  —  to  Adolf  Hitler.  That  comparison  seemed  rather 
farfetched,  even  to  many  of  Senator  McGovern’s  supporters.  Now,  however,  backing  for  his  view  has 
appeared  -  and  from  a  surprising  source. 

Last  week,  while  speaking  for  Mr.  Nixon,  Vice-President  Spiro  T.  Agnew  stated  that  “  .  .  .  a 
President  must  be  able  to  make  hard  choices  alone ,  and  then  rally  the  country  to  support  his  decision.” 

That  statement  contains  the  essence  of  the  philosophy  of  Fascism.  It  rejects  the  concept  of 
democracy.  It  denies  the  right  of  the  people  to  participate  in  the  decision  making  processes  of  their 
government,  and  instead  demands  a  blind  faith  in  the  judgment  of  the  Leader.  It  is  a  statement  of  a 
belief  that  is  totally  alien  to  the  American  tradition. 

In  itself  that  one  statement  is  not  enough  to  condemn  the  incumbent  administration.  It  might  just  be 
just  an  unfortunate  slip  of  the  mind  on  Agnew’s  part.  He’s  certainly  made  them  before.  There  is, 
however,  a  good  deal  of  corroborating  evidence. 

We  have  all  witnessed  the  administration’s  almost  insane  obsession  with  secrecy.  We  have  seen  the 
frenzied  assault  on  those  responsible  for  the  release  of  the  famed  “Pentagon  Papers.”  Though  it  is  now 
admitted  that  the  publication  of  those  papers  did  not  endanger  national  security,  the  prosecutions  have 
continued,  in  what  appears  to  be  an  attempt  to  intimidate  any  others  who  —  like  Daniel  Ellsburg  and 
Anthony  Russo  —  might  dare  to  protect  the  people’s  right  to  know. 

At  the  same  time,  the  administration  has  moves  to  deny  private  citizens  and  dissenting  public  figures 
the  right  to  privacy  that  it  claims  for  itself.  Individual  citizens,  opposition  leaders,  and  even  members  of 
Mr.  Nixon’s  own  party,  such  as  Governor  Sargent  of  Massachusetts,  have  been  subjected  to  arbrtrary  and 
illegal  surveillance.  The  recent  Watergate  caper  is  the  most  sensational  such  operation;  but  it  is  by  no 
means  an  exceptional  one.  Nixon  incumbency.  The  constitutional  safeguards  against  self-incrimination 
and  against  coercive  questioning  by  police  have  been  reinterpreted  and  weakened  by  the  Nixon  Supreme 
Court.  In  an  even  more  disturbing  move,  a  “preventive  detention”  law  (somewhat  resembling  the 
notorious  internment  laws  of  Northern  Ireland)  have  been  enacted.  Though  it  has  not  been  applied  many 
times  to  date,  its  very  existence  means  that  any  American  can  be  placed  in  jail  without  trial ,  if  those  in 
authority  decide  that  the  person  might  commit  a  crime  if  allowed  to  remain  free.  Such  a  law  clearly 
presents  a  license  for  tyranny  to  any  President  who  might  decide  to  use  it  as  such. 

Another  unsettling  aspect  of  the  Nixon  presidency  has  been  the  unprecedented  and  ominous 
merging  of  the  offices  of  government  with  the  President’s  political  machine.  We  have  seen  Mr.  Nixon’s 
cronies  serving  interchangeably,  in  his  personal  retinue,  and  in  the  highest  offices  of  the  land  —  and  we 
have  seen  those  offices  used  for  grossly  political  purposes. 

Mr.  Nixon  himself,  has  evinced  a  rare  degree  of  personal  insensitivity.  He  has  lionized  a  convicted 
mass  murderer,  William  Calley.  He  has  boasted  of  his  “new  prosperity”,  though  he  has  nearly  doubled 
the  unemployment  rate  in  the  course  of  his  incumbency.  He  has  nominated  racists  for  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  then  called  upon  black  Americans  to  support  his  reelection.  He  has  bragged  of  the  quiet  on 
the  campuses  today,  though  his  presidency  has  seen  six  students  shot  dead  in  cold  blood  at  Kent  State 
and  Jackson  State  Colleges.  Above  all,  he  has  termed  himself  a  man  of  peace,  though  in  his  four  years  in 
office,  twenty  thousand  Americans  —  and  perhaps  a  million  Indochinese  —  have  been  killed. 

Richard  Nixon  is  not  an  Adolf  Hitler.  Hitler  was  a  raving  lunatic.  Nixon  is  not.  Despite  this  Mr. 
Nixon’s  reelection  endangers  the  future  of  this  country.  Though  Nixon  himself  would  not  seek  absolute 
power,  his  assaults  on  our  democratic  traditions  are  shattering  the  foundations  of  America,  and  could  in 
the  end,  clear  the  way  for  some  other,  less  virtuous,  and  more  ambitious  character,  to  bring  down  the 
curtain  on  freedom. 


and  four  showers  that  are 
commonly  out  of  order.  No 
foresight  was  used  in  planning 
for  large  scale  accommodation 
to  regular  usage  by  females. 
Inadequate  facilities,  staffing, 
and  programs  for  females  has 
been  past  policy.  The  only 
outcome  of  such  procedure  is 
the  complete  frustration  of  any 
desire  to  use  the  gymnasium. 

In  the  infirmary,  one  room 
is  equipped  to  deal  with  the  ill. 
On  one  cot  a  sick  girl,  on  the 
other  a  sick  boy  —  very  cozy. 
(And  everyone  says  that  coed 
housing  is  a  losing  battle.  The 
infirmary  started  that  a  long 
time  ago!!)  Even  the  children’s 
wards  in  hospitals  separate  the 
girls  from  the  boys. 

Investigations  by  the 
Women’s  Status  Committee  have 
produced  a  set  of  guidelines  to 
prevent  the  furtherance  of 
discrimination  against  the 
women  of  LTI.  If  you  have  any 
problems  in  any  of  your 
dealings,  whether  academic  or 
social,  etc.,  let  the  committee 
know  about  it.  This  is  the  only 
way  that  the  situations  will  be 
rectified.  An  envelope  left  in  the 
student  mailroom  addressed 
to  COMMITTEE  W  will  reach 
the  proper  persons. 
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"The  basis  of  our  government  being  the  opinion  of  the  people,  the  very 
first  object  should  be  to  keep  that  right;  and  were  it  left  to  me  to  decide 
whether  we  should  have  a  government  without  newspapers,  or  newspapers 
without  a  government,  I  should  not  hesitate  a  moment  to  prefer  the 
latter."

Under  attack  again  is  Lowell  Tech’s  fabulous 
food  service.  Although  promises  of  better 
conditions  and  better  meals  are  often  heard,  little 
has  been  done.  A  menu  is  made  up  warning  us 
ahead  of  time  but  somehow  this  menu  doesn’t 
coincide  with  what  is  served. 

“Soup  of  the  Day”  was  listed  for  each  supper 
last  week  but  failed  to  appear  in  the  cafeteria. 
Promises  of  “Danish  Pastry’-’  adorns  the  menu  but 
there  was  never  any  “Danish  Pastry”  for  breakfast 
last  week.  For  Thursday,  “Waffles  W  Syrup”  was 
listed  but  the  choice  was  between  scrambled  eggs 
and  boiled  eggs.  Although  this  may  seem  trivial  to 
some,  waffles  would  have  been  a  welcome  relief 
instead  of  pancakes  and  french  toast.  Can’t  the 
menu  even  coincide  with  the  meals? 

Lately  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the 
amount  of  pies  and  cakes.  In  their  place  is  pudding 
and  tapioca.  Even  ice  milk  seems  less  common. 
What  goes  on?  The  pies  and  cakes  were  a 
refreshing  change  from  the  pudding.  They  made 
the  supper  taste  better. 

With  the  addition  of  rolls  and  chocolate  milk 
and  more  side  dishes,  the  future  looks  better.  Now 


if  only  the  lines  could  be  speeded  up  and  the  food 
somewhat  more  appetizing. 

Many  a  time  students  have  come  down  to  see 
the  food  service  ready  to  open  up  about  fifteen 
minutes  early  with  a  long  line  growing  outside. 
Instead  they  just  sit  there  and  wait  until  exactly 
the  on-the-hour  time  that  they  say  they  open. 
Since  they’re  getting  paid  to  work  these  hours, 
why  can’t  they  start  off  a  little  early  if  they’re 
ready  and  help  to  keep  the  lines  down  by  getting 
all  these  students  served  before  the  line  reaches 
ungodly  proportions.  The  why  behind  the  $70  a 
year  from  our  meal  money  is  still  unanswered. 
This  hidden  charge  allows  less  for  food,  but 
students  are  still  led  to  believe  that  they  are  paying 
for  the  food. 

Why  not  let  this  $70  go  for  better  food?  Or  if 
the  Building  Authority  demands  its  money,  why 
so  much?  Maybe  with  more  money,  the  quality  of 
the  food  will  improve.  As  of  now  this  $70  goes  to 
the  Building  Authority,  which  is  currently  unable 
to  explain  the  infirmary  charge  and  where  the 
excess  from  this  charge  is.  When  will  the  truth 
appear?  Many  questions  are  as  yet  unanswered. 


U.S.  Troop  Withdrawals 


Watergate  Press 

WASHINGTON  As  part  of  Mr.  Nixon’s 
deescalation  of  the  war  in  Indochina,  two 
squadrons  of  F 1 1 1 A  fighter-bombers  are  being 
dispatched  to  Thailand  from  their  base  in  Nevada. 

This  will  be  the  second  occasion  on  which 
these  heavy  duty,  all  weather  aircraft  have  been 
employed  in  the  Southeast  Asian  population

The  Politics  of  Safety 


Again  safety  is  a  problem  here  at  Tech.  Last 
year  the  problem  received  an  inordinate  amount  of 
attention  and  hearsay.  A  report  by  a  concerned 
safety  committee  member  last  year  brought  the 
subject  to  light.  Propagated  in  the  Text  the 
conditions  existing  at  Tech  contrary  to  safety  rules 
received  the  attention  necessary  to  remedy  some 
of  them. 

Trustees  of  Lowell  Tech  appointed  a 
committee  to  study  and  correct  the  conditions  at 
the  school.  In  addition  Professor  Kenneth  Rogers 
was  appointed  Head  of  Safety,  another  feather  in 
the  cap  of  the  professor. 

This  semester,  following  one  which  saw  the 
tragedy  of  safety  violations,  now  is  still  in 
somewhat  skeptical  safety  conditions. 

Dormitories  were  still  lacking  safety  exit  signs 
at  the  start  of  the  semester;  the  student  union  still 
has  safety  problems  inherent;  cockroach  killing 
contests  are  still  the  current  sport;  and  another 
week  was  lost  for  the  lounges  (half  for  safety,  half 
being  the  fact  that  they  weren’t  finished). 

There  comes  a  time  when  every  one  must 
decide  what  security  means  to  him.  There’s  an 
advertisement  pushing  security  as  a  warm  house.

Adequate  safety  measures  can  keep  it  from  getting 
too  hot;  the  Safety  Dept,  probably  won’t. 

To  assist  Professor  Rogers,  or  more  adequately 
assign  Mr.  Perrin  someplace,  he  was  transferred 
from  his  desk  in  the  basement  of  Cumnock  Hall  to 
Mr.  Rogers’s  office.  He  presently  serves  as  assistant 
head  of  safety.  Although  his  qualifications  and  job 
description  are  unclear,  the  existent  problems  of 
safety  are  very  clear,  and  still  problems. 

Obviously,  having  the  positions  and  desks  for 
less  than  one  year  presented  problems  for  the 
safety  squad.  But  rest  assured,  as  long  as  the 
problems  exist  and  new  ones  arise,  there  will  be 
positions  and  there  will  be  desks,  and  someone  will 
fill  them. 


Problems  of  safety  should  be  presented  to  the 
Student  Council;  call  or  write  them.  In  this  way, 
the  problems  can  be  reported  to  the  proper 
personnel. 


Politics  plays  a  big  role  at  Lowell  Tech  simply 
for  the  fact  that  it  must,  as  a  state  instititute,  play 
the  game.  When  safety  of  peoples’  lives  is 
concerned,  politics  should  be  left  out.

Persons  convicted  of  illegal 
but  non-violent  sex  offenses  in 
California  are  likely  to  receive 
longer  prison  terms  than  rapists. 
State  crime  statistics  for  1969 
reveal  that  the  median  prison 
sentence  for  non-violent  acts  of 
sex  perversicn,  indecent 
exposure  and  sodomy,  with 
human  or  animal,  was  41 
months  compared  to  36  months 
for  “rape  with  great  bodily 
injury.”  More  recent  figures  are 
believed  to  be  similar.  Convicted 
non-violent  sex  offenders,  many 
of  whom  are  homosexuals,  also 
generally  get  heavier  sentences 
than  persons  found  guilty  of 
assault  with  a  deadly  weapon 
(36  months)  and  first  degree 
burglary  (37  months). 

But  change  may  be  in  the 
air.  On  September  1  1,  1972,  the 
California  Supreme  Court  ruled 
unconstitutional  the  state  law 
making  it  a  felony,  punishable 
by  one  to  15  years 
imprisonment,  for  any  individual

to  participate  “in  the  act  of 
copulating  the  mouth  of  one 
person  with  the  sexual  organ  of 
another.”  Other  states  are 
expected  to  follow  the 
California  precedent,  although 
the  way  they  make  it  sound  in 
the  law  books,  maybe  it  should 
be  illegal. 


The  Committee  to  Re-elect 
the  President  -  or  CREEP,  as 
some  Nixon  foes  call  it  — 
regularly  sends  “observers”  to 
McGovern  press  conferences  and 
appearances.  At  one  recent 
McGovern  speech,  the 
microphones  failed.  The 
Senator,  noting  the  Watergate 
“bugging”  incident  and  the 
reputation  of  CREEP  members 
as  electronic  wizards,  suggested 
the  Nixon  men  in  the  audience 
be  asked  to  help  repair  the 
sound  system. 


South  Vietnamese  television 


and  radio  stations,  with  the 
approval  of  President  Thieu, 
have  been  broadcasting  a  series 
of  editorials  viciously  attacking 
Senator  George  McGovern. 
According  to  sl  New  York  Times 
report,  McGovern  has  been 
called  a  “mad  dog”  and  an 
“enemy  of  the  South 
Vietnamese  people.” 

Further  evidence  of  the 
Thieu  administration’s  strong 
opposition  to  McGovern’s 
candidacy  comes  from  this 
statement  by  Huyhn  Xuan  Mai, 
a  South  Vietnamese  official.  Mai 
was  asked  by  a  Washington  Post 
reporter  to  comment  on  the 
hush-up  of  a  My  Lai  style 
massacre  of  over  700 
Vietnamese  by  South  Korean 
troops  in  the  village  of  Xuan 
Son.  “It  is  over  and  nothing 
should  be  done,”  Mai  replied.  To 
make  an  issue  of  it  now  would 
only  help  anti-war  sentiment  in 
the  U.S.  and  aid  Senator 
McGovern.”

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Faculty  Loses  10%  Discount  At  Bookstore 


The  LTI  Associates  voted  last  week  to  rescind 
their  policy  of  allowing  faculty  members  a  10% 
discount  at  the  bookstore.  The  action  was  brought 
about  after  discussion  concerning  the  misuse  of 
desk  copies  by  the  faculty. 

Mr.  Bolan,  manager  of  the  bookstore,  asked 
that  the  directors. initiate  some  policy  to  help  him 
in  reviving  desk  copies  of  books  which  had  been 
brought  out  of  the  store  by  faculty  members  but 
never  returned.  Mr.  Bolan  told  the  board  that  the 
problem  had  arisen  because  he  had  lent  books  out 
before  he  had  received  the  desk  copies  from  the 
distributors.  The  faculty  members  who  had 
borrowed  these  books  had  failed  to  return  them 
and  when  the  desk  copies  arrived,  they  were 


stamped  “not  for  resale."  Bolan  said  that  this 
problem  was  reaching  a  point  that  concerned  him 
and  he  suggested  that  possible  solutions  be  either 
billing  them  for  the  books  or  suspending  their 
discount  privileges. 

The  mentioning  of  a  faculty  discount  at  the 
bookstore  came  mostly  as  a  surprise  to  most  of  the 
board  members.  After  much  discussion  and 
dissention,  the  board  decided  that  they  (faculty) 
should  not  have  a  larger  discount  than  the  students 
due  to  the  fact  that  faculty  members  have  a 
greater  financial  accessability  to  purchasing  books. 

The  board  voted  unanimously  that  the  faculty 
be  given  the  same  5%  discount  that  is  offered  to 
the  students. 


Information  For  Students  On  The 
Guaranteed  Student  Loan  Program 


Emergency  legislation,  passed  on 
August  19,  1972,  and  effective  until 
March  1,  1973,  makes  it  possible  for 
lenders  to  make  loans  under  the  same 
regulations  that  governed  the 
Guaranteed  Student  Loan  Program 
prior  to  June  30,  1972. 

The  program  enables  you  to 
borrow  money  directly  from  a  bank, 
credit  union,  savings  and  loan 
association  or  other  participating 
lender.  The  loan  is  guaranteed  by  a 
State  or  private  nonprofit  guarantee 
agency  or  insured  by  the  f  ederal 
Government. 

You  may  borrow  up  to  a 
maximum  of  $1,500  per  academic 
year.  (In  some  States  the  maximum  is 
$1,000  per  academic  year  and  lenders 
must  adhere  to  State  regulations.) 
You  may  borrow  up  to  a  total  of 
$7,500. 

If  your  adjusted  family  income  is 
less  than  $15,000  per  year,  the 
Federal  Government  will  pay  the 
interest  on  the  loan  while  you  are 
atttending  school  and  until  the 
beginning  of  the  repayment  period. 
The  repayment  period  begins 
between  9  and  12  months  after  you 
leave  school  or  complete  your  course 
of  study. 

You  may  normally  take  5  to  10 
years  to  repay  the  loan.  However,  the 
minimum  monthly  payment  of  S30 


may  reduce  the  repayment  period, 
depending  upon  the  size  of  your 
loan.  Repayment  may  be  deferred  for 
up  to  3  years  while  you  serve  in  the 
military,  Peace  Corps,  or  VISTA;  or 
for  any  period  that  you  return  to 
full-time  study.  You  may  borrow 
under  this  program  if  you  are 
enrolled  or  have  been  accepted  for 
enrollment  at  least  half-time:  -  in  an 
eligible  COLLEGE,  UNIVERSITY, 
or  HOSPITAL  SCHOOL  OF 
NURSING  (including  many 
FOREIGN  SCHOOLS)  as  an 
undergraduate  or  graduate  student:  - 
in  an  approved  VOCATIONAL,

The  time  of  year  has  come  to  Lowell  Tech  when  many  people  are 
interested  in  rushing  the  various  fraternities  on  campus.
